Russia Says

Justices Honored 


Just outside the courtroom is a 


metal plaque bearing the namos 
of all the Supreme Court Justices 
starting with Chief Justice Daniel 
Ringo, 1836-1844, down to Associa- 
te Justice Sam Robinson, who 
took office in 1951. 


Liko the justices bench, lighting 


of the courtroom is modernistic.

building- is either natural or from 
recessed floresconl fixtures. 


Offices . of the 
Supreme Court 


justices are an improvement over 
their present drab quarters in the 
capital.

taries.
